Action line 


Last Sunday, the police were conducting 


a driver's license check on Hwy. 287 near 
Lake Halbert. One car was on the Lake 
Halbert Road, and two cars were on Hwy 
287. Is it legal for them to be doing this 
outside the city limits? 


If the police were where you state, they 


were inside the city limits. According to 
the city's Municipal Services office, the 
city limits extend out and surround Hwy 
287 and all of Lake Halbert. The limits then 
extend back toward the downtown area on 
the other side of the lake. 


Lake Halbert is a city-owned lake, 


regulated by city ordinance and city police 
protection. 


I just can't believe that a credit bureau 


does not have to give me a copy of its file 
on me while the CIA, FBI, Secret Service, 
and the Justice Department are required 
to release their reports on request. Are you 
sure this is correct? What gives private 
credit bureaus more power than the 
federal government? 


This is correct, according to the wording 


of the Fair Credit Reporting Act. As stated 
in Action Line, credit bureaus are now 
required to make "full disclosure" of the 
contents of your credit report, but that 
does not mean you get a copy of your 
report—bureaus are only required to 
explain it to you verbally. 


The Freedom of Information Act (Title 


5, U. S. Code, Section 552-b) requires each 
federal Executive branch agency to do 
four things: (1) publish in the Federal 
Register 
information ' regarding 
its 


organization, 
functions, 
operational 


procedures, and general rules; (2) make 
available 
for 
public 
inspection 
and 


copying, manuals and instructions that 
effect a member of the public, final 
opinions in ajudicated cases, and all policy 
statments not published in the Federal 
Register; (3) make available for public 
inspection and copying current indexes of 
matters referring to (1) and (2); make 
any other existing official record available 
to a person who requests access to it or a 
copy of it—unless the record is exempt 
from mandatory disclosure. 


What the Freedom of Information act 


means is, that if you think an Executive 
Branch agency—the FBI, Secret Service, 
CIA, Department of Justice, Civil Service 
Commission, 
or 
the 
Department 
of 


Defense—maintains a file on you, you can 
write them requesting a copy of that file 
and they must supply it unless it is a 
classified document. If that is the answer 
to your letter, you then have a right to 
appeal. 


The catch here is that if you do not have 


a file, one will be started on you by the 
agency you write in its "Freedom of 
Information" section. 


Considering the fact that the FHA 


depreciates the value of a home when 
mobile homes are located in a residential 
neighborhood, do the city and schools cut 
the tax rate in like amount? 


Neither the city nor the school district 


tax assessor-collector devalues homes in a 
neighborhood where a mobile home is 
located-. 


School Tax Assessor-Collector George 


Caperton noted that the quality of mobile 
home construction has vastly improved 
during the past decade, to where today 
those homes do not normally detract from 
neighborhoods. 


Another area where the FHA differs 


with tax authorities is where a homeowner 
converts his garage into a den or other 
room. The FHA devalues such a home 
because most homebuyers want a garage, 
but the school tax office increases the 
value because the conversion is a capital 
improvement to the house. 


How much did the recent redistricting 


case, held in federal Judge Sarah T. 
Hughes' court, cost the citizens of Navarro 
County? Will there be any cost attached to 
the appeal of that ruling, voted on by 
county commissioners? 


As noted in Daily Sun accounts of the 


redistricting trial, the case so far has cost 
county taxpayers about $25,406. That in- 
cludes $1,175 for a specialist to draw up 
alternate plans, $10,731 in legal fees and 
expenses, paid to Dallas attorney Earl 
Luna, and $3,500 for the plaintiffs' at- 
torney, which the county had to pay when 
it lost. 


That figure does not include the time 


county employes spent working on the 
case instead of working on regular duties, 
which is difficult if not impossible to 
isolate. 


County commissioners maintain that it 


will cost only between $8,000 and $10,000— 
less than half the cost of the Dallas trial— 
to appeal the case all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, but have declined to 
estimate how much it will cost the tax- 
payers to appeal the case to the appelate 
court in New Orleans. 


Can you tell me exactly how much the 


cost of living has increased each year 
since 1969? 


According to the Bureau of Labor 


Statistics, a part of the Department of 
Labor, the cost of living index for the years 
you mention is as follows: 


For 1969, the index was 111.3 per cent; 


for 1970,117.8 per cent; for 1971, 121.3 per 
cent; for 1972,124.9 per cent; for 1973,132.0 
per cent; for 1974, 145.3 per cent; for 1975, 
158.2 per cent. 


In 1976, the quarterly index in February 


was 163.7 per cent and in May it rose to 
166.2 per cent. 


In more understandable terms, that 


means that goods costing $10 in 1967 cost 
$11.13 in 1969; $11.78 in 1970; $12.13 in 1971; 
and so forth. Those same goods in 
February of this year would have cost you 
$16.37 in February and $16.62 last month, 
compared to $10 in 1967, the base year for 
the index. 


The figures quoted are cost of living 


I index figures for Dallas, which vary 
I slightly from the nationwide average or 
'I from those of other cities in the country.

It's getting harder every year 


to operate city government, 
according to Corsicana City 
Manager Dick Ballenger, who 
says "if we break even this year 
it'll tickle me to death." 


Ballenger concurs with the 


recently released report from 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
which says the financial crunch 
is spreading into the nation's 
sunbelt as cities fight against 
rising prices and dwindling 
revenues. 


This is the time of year when 


Ballenger historically begins 
pinching city pennies 
even 


tighter than usual, and "I've 
been called some pretty good 
names because of it.'' 


Trying to compile next year's 


budget while making this year's 
balance, Ballenger says the key 
to keeping the city in the black 
is to estimate the year's income 
10 per cent low and hope that 
expenses aren't 10 per cent over 
the budget. 


SO FAR this method has 


worked 
and 
Ballenger 
is 


pleased that Corsicana 
"has 


never had to borrow a dime to 
finish the year" in any year that 
he's been here. 


In 1973, the city finished with 


a $100,000 surplus, the same 
amount as the next year. Last 
year the surplus was cut to 
$20,000 and about 1976 Ballenger 
says "I don't know." 


The problem locally is the 


same 
one 
being 
faced 


throughout the nation — prices 
are 
increasing 
faster 
than 


revenues. 


Ballenger says that in Sep- 


tember of 1973, the city bought 
chlorine for $119 per ton. Today 
the same ton of chlorine costs 
$240. 


Ballenger 
says 
it's 
bad 


enough to have the cost double 
during that time on chlorine and 


most other chemicals, but "the 
amount of chemicals we're 
having to use has also doubled 
in some instances." 


HE SAYS that these increases 


in quantities used result from 
stricter 
water 
quality 


regulations for the city's water 
and sewage treatment plants. 


Continuing down the list of 


increases, Ballenger says the 
"electric bills are really tearing 
us up," and then hastens to add, 
"It's everything." 


As 
another 
* example, 


Ballenger says a tractor-mower 
for the city cost $4,000 in 1973 
and that he priced one Monday 
for $6,000. 


These 
increased 
costs 


wouldn't be so devastating, 
according to Ballenger, if the 
city's revenue base were also 
increasing. But, he adds, city 
tax revenues for next year will 
do well if they can match last 
year's. 


Ballenger says Corsicana is 


hurt financially by the ever- 
increasing 
number 
of 
its 


citizens who qualify for the 
$3,000 tax exemption to those 65 
years of age and older. 


THIS YEAR, the city will also 


be 
giving 
exemptions 
to 


disabled 
veterans, 
and 


Ballenger says, "I seriously 
doubt that new properties will 
do any more than offset the 
additional deductions." 


Meanwhile, 
just 
as 
last 


summer, 
no 
employment 


vacancies are being filled and 
Ballenger is scrutinizing all 
requisitions, turning some back 
to the department heads. 


Ballenger already knows that 


some departments will be over 
their budgets for the year, but 
he is hoping to make up these 
differences by not spending 
money budgeted elsewhere. 


Relying on freezing money set 


aside for street repairs and 
"simple thines like the office 
accounts," Ballenger says he 


can "pick up" between $10,000 
and $20,000. 


Ballenger credits a "very fine 


record-keeping 
system" 
for 


letting 
him 
keep 
monthly 


checks on his departments. He 
says that by watching the 
departments he can 
make 


adjustments 
within 
the 


departments first and then 
balance one department against 
another 
if 
that 
becomes 


necessary. 


WHILE HOPING to keep this 


year's expenditures below his 
actual revenues, Ballenger is 
again estimating revenues 10 
per cent low for next year. 


"The worst thing that can 


happen is to overestimate your 
income," Battenger says. "I 
don't know of a single city that 
doesn't take in a little more, at 
least in some departments." 


Ballenger says that Corsicana 


has been "fortunate in this 
respect" the past few years and 
that the city is 
"probably 


financially more sound than 
most cities our size." 


Noting the number of cities of 


similar size whose financial 
ratings are poor because of 
gross overspending, Ballenger 
says only, "We don't let it get 
that way."

Roads, waste disposal 


Building Lake also poses problems

(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the fourth 


of a four-part series on planning for 
Tennessee Colony Lake. Information 
comes from the preliminary plan 
prepared for the Tennessee Colony 
Lake Area Improvement Committee by 
the 
Planning 
and 
Environmental 


Management Division of the Trinity 
River Authority.) 


While backers of Tennessee Colony 


Lake paint a picture of tourists, in- 
dustries and lake area subdivisions, 
there are also several problems that the 
Trinity River Authority, Corps of 
Engineers and the four counties bor- 
dering the lake must face. 


Two of the biggest obstacles facing 


development are the conditions of the 
roads in the area of the new lake and 
keeping these roads from becoming 
public dumping grounds. 


The road problem will be one of the 


more immediate considerations since 
four major roads are scheduled to be 
relocated prior to their flooding by lake 
waters. 


The major problem will occur with 


U.S. Highway 287 between Corsicana 
and Palestine. If Tennessee Colony 
Lake is built by itself, two bridges 
totalling eight miles will be n eeded if 
the road is to maintain its current 
direction. 


FURTHERMORE, if the proposed 


lakes on Richalnd and Tehuacana 
Creeks are built, there will be 12 miles 
of water separating dry land along 
Highway 287's pres it course. 


The planning reptrt says there is a 


paucity of information about this 
proposed relocation and about the 
others involving Highway 31 between 
Kerens and Malakoff, FM 488 in 
Freestone County and FM 85 above the 
lake's headwaters in Navarro and 
Henderson Counties. 


According to drawings for the lake, 


about 4% miles of bridges will be 
needed 
to 
connect 
the 
Trinidad 


peninsula to dry land on the east and 
west. 


Also, FM 488 currently runs through 


what would be a major portion of the 
lake, intersecting Highway 287 at a spot 
projected to be underwater. 


No reason for the relocation of FM 85 


is given, and that road appears to be 
about five miles north of the lake itself. 


Besides keeping the major arteries 


above water level, the governing bodies 
will also be concerned with providing 
access to public recreation areas and 
with the quality of roads in sub- 
divisions. 


THIS LATTER consideration is one 


that has caused many problems, ac- 
cording to the report, at many lakes, 
including Cedar Creek and 
Lake 


Livingston. The main problem has been 
"the frequent construction of poor 
quality 
roads 
by the 
subdivision 


developer." 


The scope of the problem increases 


from the subdivision to the entire 
county if the county accepts the 
dedication of these substandard roads. 


In an effort to avoid the problem at 


Tennessee Colony Lake, the planners 
suggest the counties insist that roads be 
constructed in accordance with well- 
specified minimum standards and that 
the county inspect the roads prior to 
accepting them to make sure they still 
meet the criteria. 


Not only are lake planners concerned 


with the aesthetic problem of a littered 
landscape, but the lack of planning in 
the area of solid waste disposal could 
also prove a health hazard. 


The garbage capabilities at the lake 


are staggering. The public-use areas 
alone are anticipated to produce one- 
fourth as much garbage as is being 
produced annually in the four counties 
bordering it. This garbage total is 
anticipated to be 24,000 tons annually 
which compares to 4,300 tons for 
Freestone County, 24,200 tons for 
Henderson County, 25,400 for Anderson 
County and 52,500 for Navarro County. 


ALSO, THE planners estimate that 


on a peak day the solid wastes at the 
lake would amount to 500 tons, which is 


more than the average daily total for all 
four counties. 


Handling this garbage load will put 


additional pressure on the four counties 
since the report notes that one-third of 
the area's current waste load is not 
disposed of at organized sites. 


Two of the counties, Anderson and 


Henderson either have or will provide 
landfill sites, but no plans currently 
exist for Freestone or Navarro Coun- 
ties. 
. While most of the cities had adequate 
disposal sites, these sites are capable of 
handling only the solid waste for the 
cities. 


The responsibility for waste disposal 


at the lake will fall to the TRA, but the 
non-project areas in the vicinity of lake 
will be under the jurisdiction of the 
counties or cities. 


The first need, according to the 


planners, is that local governments 
must recognize "the magnitude of the 
problem." 


Secondly, the planners suggest the 


creation of a regional waste entity 
under the direction of the TRA or an 
interlocal agency composed of the 
various local governments and the 
TRA. 


The planners also suggest a broad- 


based public education program aimed 
at litter prevention and the building of 
support for the solid waste program.
